And in dede, by the iudge⸗ 
ment of the woꝛlde, as J haue ſapde, they 
* ſeme almoſt fwliſhe, whiles they ſo d 
but it thou beholde the iudgement of G 
himſelfe in his woꝛde, thou ſhalt finde that 
they alone are the wiſeſt of all other men, 
The thoughts of ſuch men are alwaye , not 
on earthly but heauenlpe things: not vpon 
tempoꝛall thinges , but on things euerlaſ⸗ 
ting: not vpon humaine affaires, but about 
Gods heſtes and commaundementes. Foz 
aut oftheſe doth ariſe that continuall top in 
the Loꝛde.

Fo2 that 
power andright which wie loſt in our firſt 
father Adam; the ſame haue wee retouered 
againe by Chꝛiſt: ſo that we haue rule and 
dominton ouer the creatures, and all things 
de in ſudiection vnto bs, flockes oꝛ herdes of 
{mall catteil, dzoaugs of Ncate and other 
great beaſts, wilde beaſts and al foules that 
fire in the aire, all fiſhe and liuing thinges 
ſwimming in the ſea.

foze knowe that all cheſe thinges doe ſerue 
their turnes and occuppings, as bnto whom 
the father hath gtuen all thinges togither 
with his Sonne Chzill Jeſus , UWherefoze 
they are not troubled in their mpndes , as 
men caſting howe to liue, what to eate, and 
what to dzinke , when they ſx ſo great care 
of their heauenly father foz the. Neither doe 
they make ſcruple to vſe thoſe meates freely 
which God hath created, fo2 the faithfull to 


take with thankeſgining,and fo2 them that 


knowe aright , that whatſoeuer God hath 
made, the ſame is god, and in no mile to bes 
retected, if it be take with giuing of thanks, 


as Paulcſapth to Timothe . Beſides this, 


that gladneſſe 02 reiopte of the godlye ( to 
come againe to our purpoſe)is wholy clere 
and ſpncere , and in euerpe reſpect ſounde, 
true, ana vnfctned, But the plcaſure of the 
godleffe by ſuch things, if they do take avy, 


is not pure and perfite 92 ſubſfanciall , bu 


maxueilouſlp polluted 02 ecfiled:bicauſe ins 
finite ſeruples do remayne in their canſci⸗ 
ences, that vere t trouble them, and conti⸗ 
nually pꝛicke and ſting them. Thoſe reiopce 
euen from the bei bottome of their hearts, 
zndtake incredible fruite of moſt true de- 


Dy light, 
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Of the Neioyce of the 
light. But theſe doe taſte of a vaine trifling 
delight, J knolv not well what mp ſcif,and 
dzeaminglye imagine a gladneſſe with the 
(uperficiall part of their harts onelp, after a 
fleight maner,and as it were with a dulled 
feling.Yowbeit J wade further in the mat⸗ 
ter than J had thought to do at the firſt: and 
therefoze now at the length let vs make an 
ende. It is Faith, therfoꝛe, Faith, 3 ſape, in 
Chaift, wherbp we are fully and wholp per⸗ 
ſwaded, that God the father moued with 
loue incredible toward men, hath pꝛeferred 
our ſaluation befoze the deare loue of bys 


- onelyſonne,and foꝛ all our ſakes bath deli- | 


nered him into the hands ofthe enimie, that 
though him we might rccouer that which
